HEADQUARTERS MILITARY DEPARTMENT 

INTRODUCTION 

The Military Department is a State agency created by Section 
250, Florida Statutes and composed of the military force pro- 
vided for in the laws of the State of Florida. The Florida Nation- 
al Guard is provided for by Section 5, Article XrV of the Con- 
stitution, the Guard clause of the Article providing for the 
militia. The National Guard of the United States is provided 
for by Title 32, U. S. Code. 

The Governor is Commander in Chief of the Florida National 
Guard. The Adjutant General is Chief of the Military Depart- 
ment and Commanding General of the Florida Army and Air 
National Guard. There is an Assistant Adjutant General who 
is also Assistant Adjutant General for Army, an Assistant 
Adjutant General for Air, and a general staff organization in 
the Headquarters. (See Appendix I for organizational chart.) 

There are 716 full time employees, military and civilian, work- 
ing either directly with the Military Department or units of the 
Florida National Guard. The salaries of these individuals are 
funded by the State of Florida or the Federal government. (See 
Appendix II.) 

MISSION 

The mission of the Florida National Guard remained unchang- 
ed during the biennium. The Florida National Guard, both Army 
and Air, has a dual mission. 

(1) A State mission, to provide military organizations trained 
and equipped to function when necessary in the protection of 
life and property, and in the preservation of peace, order, and 
the public safety, as directed by competent State authority ; and, 

(2) A Federal mission, as Reserve components of the Army 
and Air Force of the United States, to provide trained and quali- 
fied individuals available for active duty in time of war or na- 
tional emergency, or at such other times as the national security 
may require augmentation of the active forces. 

SUMMARY 

The troop structure of the Florida National Guard remained 
unchanged during the biennium, except for minor adjustments, 
in the area of Unit Strengths, Category Codes, and Table of 



Organization Military Occupational Specialties. Prescribed train- 
ing objectives have been attained, strength allocations have 
been met and maintained, and recruiting efforts have been satis- 
factory. Branch and Technical training of both officers and en- 
listed men has been continued on a high level through the 
medium of the educational facilities of the Regular Establish- 
ment, and the number of successful graduates of the Florida 
National Guard Officer Candidate School during the biennium 
has reduced to a minimum the number of second lieutenant va- 
cancies. 

The Florida Air National Guard experienced minor changes 
during the 1965-1966 period but, as in the past, has continued 
to perform its Air Defense Mission with distinction and pride. 

Fiscal matters, both State and Federal, remain on a sound ba- 
sis, and facilities of the Florida National Guard, both Army and 
Air, remain outstanding nation-wide. Commanders at all levels 
of Command, and officers and enlisted men alike of the Florida 
Army and Air National Guard, may feel proud of the advance- 
ments made in all fields of endeavor during the past two years. 

ORGANIZATION 

Although the troop structure of the Florida National Guard 
remained virtually unchanged during the years 1965-1966, there 
were several organizational changes of marked importance. On 
5 January 1965, upon his inauguration as Governor of The State 
of Florida, the Honorable Haydon Burns assumed command of 
the Florida National Guard. In February 1965, as was announced 
as a proposal in the last biennium report, Headquarters and 
Headquarters Detachment, Florida National Guard was reorgan- 
ized in accordance with Department of the Army Directives, to 
provide for a new "Military Support of Civil Defense Division" 
as an integral part of Headquarters Military Department. This 
Division is charged with the coordination, planning and control of 
pre-attack planning for military support of Civil Defense. The 
Department of the Army Plan provides for The State Adjutant 
General's exercising operational employment of those forces made 
available from all services and components throughout the State 
as designated by the Third U. S. Army Commander. It further 
provides for the Headquarters, Military Department becoming 
the focal point for military support of Civil Defense within the 
State. On 15 October 1965, the 35th Surgical Hospital (Mobile), 



149th Quartermaster Company (DS), 269th Engineer Company 
(Dp Trk), 337th Signal Depot, 621st Ordnance Company (GS), 
and the 146th Signal Battalion (Cbt) (A) were selected and des- 
ignated as a part of the Reserve Components' "Selected Reserve 
Force", with assigned mission of entering into a highly acceler- 
ated training program to improve their operational readiness, 
against the possibility of a future mobilization, by reducing to a 
minimum the time required to mobilize, complete training and 
deploy, should such need arise. 

ARMORY BOARD, STATE OF FLORIDA 
AUTHORITY AND MISSION 

The Armory Board, State of Florida, is established as provided 
by Section 250.40, Florida Statutes, and consisting of the Gov- 
ernor, the Adjutant General, the State Quartermaster, the Gen- 
eral Officers of the Line, Group Commanders, Depot Commanders 
and the Senior Air Commander of the active Florida National 
Guard, provides general supervision and control of real proper- 
ties utilized by the Florida National Guard. This Board met sev- 
eral times during the biennium to consider plans for construc- 
tion, alteration, rental, maintenance, and management of Na- 
tional Guard armories, other facilities and real properties utilized 
by the Florida National Guard. 

The Armory Board is responsible for and controls forest man- 
agement, mineral exploitation, game and fish propagation pro- 
grams and the maintenance and improvement of the former 
Federal lands at Camp Blanding, with the approval of the U. S. 
Government. 

(A detail of the organization of the Armory Board, State of 
Florida, is shown in Appendix V.) 

POLICY 

The National Guard, as a joint effort of the Federal, State 
and local governments, has taken its place as a major component 
in the defense of our Nation, State and local communities 
through this mutual support. The Armory Board re-emphasized 
its policy, during the biennium, that National Guard armories 
be utilized by the citizenry of the community to the fullest ex- 
tent possible, where such use is not to the detriment of public 
interest and does not interfere materially with the primary use 
of armories for the housing and training of military units sta- 
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tioned therein. The Armory Board further cooperated with the 
armed services, State agencies and organizations by providing 
facilities at Camp Blanding for use in training, rifle marksman- 
ship, instruction, etc. 

ARMORIES 

GENERAL 

The present status of Florida's fifty-one (51) National Guard 
armories, which are dispersed from Pensacola on the west to 
Jacksonville on the northeast to Homestead on the south, is re- 
flected in Appendix VI. 

PAST ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

During the biennium a new one (1) unit armory was placed 
under contract and construction commenced at Starke, Florida. 
This will be a modern, well-designed and attractive building 
which will house a company and a detachment presently occu- 
pying inadequate facilities which will be returned to the former 
owner. 

The National Guard armory at Crestview was completely ren- 
ovated during the biennium placing it in a condition suitable for 
continued occupation by the unit. 

Additional excess Quonset huts were secured from the active 
services during this biennium and erected on concrete bases for 
use of units at Jacksonville, Camp Blanding, Dade City, Pensa- 
cola. Marianna, and Panama City. These Quonset huts supple- 
ment training and storage space and preclude the expense of 
construction of additional facilities at these locations. 

In addition to the aforementioned major projects, numerous 
fencing, paving, repair, and renovation projects have been ac- 
complished during the biennium. 

NAMING 

During the biennium the Armory Board adopted resolutions 
for the naming of certain National Guard facilities in honor of 
distinguished Florida National Guardsmen. 

The Camp Blanding Officers' Club was named "Cooper Hall" 
in honor of Major General Ralph W. Cooper, Jr., retired, 1922- 
1965. 

The Live Oak National Guard Armory was named the "Louie 



C. Wadsworth Armory" in honor of Major General Louie C. 
Wadsworth, retired, 1923-1966. 

The Dade County Armory Annex was named "Simmons Hall" 
in honor of Major General William P. Simmons, Jr., retired, 
1947-1966. 

FUTURE PROGRAM 

A request for Federal Matching Funds has been forwarded 
to the National Guard Bureau in Washington for the construc- 
tion of a National Guard armory at Arcadia. The presently ex- 
isting facility is completely inadequate and the Armory Board 
considers the replacement of this armory as first priority. State 
Matching Funds have been appropriated by the Legislature for 
this project. 

Other armories throughout the State are considered gener- 
ally adequate ; however, several are becoming obsolete due to re- 
organization of units, strength increases and improvements in 
armaments since these facilities were constructed. In addition, 
armories at Jacksonville, Miami and Tallahassee require repairs 
and renovations too extensive to accomplish from operating ap- 
propriations of this Department. One (1) additional major proj- 
ect is required to provide adequate parade field and parking 
space for the Military Department in St. Augustine. Special ap- 
propriations in the amount of $221,100, have been requested 
from the 1967 Legislature to support these projects. 

OTHER FACILITIES AND PROJECTS 
STATE ARSENAL 

The State Arsenal, one of the Nation's most historic land- 
marks, is utilized for the housing of the Military Department 
Headquarters in St. Augustine. This facility, having had three 
(3) owners, the Spanish, the English and the Americans, is 
one of the more important historic buildings in St. Augustine 
and normal repairs and maintenance are performed in such a 
manner as to preserve the historic aspects of the facilities, in- 
sofar as is feasible. 

During the biennium all electrical service for the State Ar- 
senal Reservation in St. Augustine was placed underground and 
a 100 kilowatt emergency power generator was installed. This 
installation was accomplished utilizing excess federal property 



and will provide uninterrupted operation of the Military Depart- 
ment Headquarters during periods of national disaster. 

STATE ARSENAL ANNEX 

The Arsenal Annex in St. Augustine was completely reno- 
vated during the biennium, utilizing Federal funds; and the 
United States Property and Fiscal Division of the Military De- 
partment was moved into this building, thus providing adequate 
space for the operation of the Military Department Headquar- 
ters. 

AIR NATIONAL GUARD BASE 

During the biennium, $12,498 in Federal funds were expend- 
ed on construction or additions to existing facilities at Thomas 
Cole Imeson Airport, Jacksonville. The past year has been 
spent in master planning and design of facilities to be construct- 
ed at the new Jacksonville International Airport. The total con- 
struction package will cost an estimated five (5) million dollars. 
Funding for these replacement facilities will involve 2.5 million 
dollars in city funds and 1.5 million dollars contributed by the 
Department of Defense. An additional one (1) million dollars 
is being funded through the Military Construction Program for 
aircraft alert and ammunition storage facilities. 

This total construction package is being designed and con- 
structed through Reynolds, Smith and Hills, Architect-Engineer- 
ing firm. Construction bids will be received in early March 1967, 
and construction will commence in April 1967 with completion 
scheduled for the following April. 

As a matter of interest, this is the first Air National Guard 
facility to be designed and constructed from the ground up. It will 
include all the latest innovations in construction methods. Build- 
ing layouts have been designed to incorporate functional man- 
agement for both fighter and transport missions. Master plan- 
ning has provided adequate room for future expansion. On-base 
utility systems have been sized to meet future needs. Criteria 
established at the beginning of the project have revised the scope 
and functional requirements of many standard Air National 
Guard facilities. Deviation from these approved definitives has 
required complete review and approval by the National Guard 
Bureau and Department of Defense. It is felt that the time spent 
in justifying these new definitives will benefit all future Air 
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Guard construction. Many of the buildings to be constructed at 
the new facility will become the standard for other units with 
like missions. Included in the list of one-of-a-kind facilities to 
be constructed at the new base are an aircraft maintenance han- 
gar, a flight operations building, a 260 man dining hall, and a 
dispensary 

RANGES 

National Guard Rifle Ranges at Camp Blanding, Avon Park 
and Ocala Forest were continued in use during the biennium and 
in addition, the MacDill Air Force Base in Tampa was utilized 
through an agreement with the Air Force. These ranges were 
used, not only by the Florida National Guard, but also by the 
Regular and Reserve Forces. 

CAMP BLANDING 

GENERAL 

The Armory Board maintains the Florida National Guard's 
70,000 acre camp site located in Clay County including, in this 
area, 40,000 acres representing former Federal lands deeded to 
the Armory Board by the Federal Government through Public 
Law 493 with stipulations that the lands be maintained as a Mili- 
tary Reservation and that a forest management program be in- 
stituted. The Armory Board realizes revenue from the forestry 
program and, also, from mining exploitation occurring on these 
former Federal lands, as the net proceeds are divided equally 
between the Armory Board and the Federal Government. 

UTILIZATION 
National Guard 

The Camp Blanding Military Reservation, with its 70,000 
available acres, is utilized extensively for the training of units 
of the Florida National Guard in all phases of training. During 
Calendar Years 1965 and 1966, 37,616 National Guard man-days 
were spent in Qualification in Arms on the Caliber 30 Rifle 
Ranges, in Caliber 45 Pistol Qualification, and in Caliber 30 and 
Caliber 50 Machine Gun firing. 

Several hundred fine acres are available for conduct of Com- 
mand Post Exercises for the training of headquarters type units, 



for the bivouac and tactical training of all units, for tank driver 
training. Of major importance, is the availability of such train- 
ing areas to the Selected Reserve Force Units of the Florida 
National Guard, which has greatly enhanced their training status 
under the current accelerated training programs of Department 
of The Army. 

A Jungle Warfare Training site was established at Camp 
Blanding at the close of Calendar Year 1964.

for the bivouac and tactical training of all units, for tank driver 
training. Of major importance, is the availability of such train- 
ing: areas to the Selected Reserve Force Units of the Florida 
National Guard, which has greatly enhanced their training status 
under the current accelerated training programs of Department 
of The Army. 

A Jungle Warfare Training site was established at Camp 
Blanding at the close of Calendar Year 1961. During the bien- 
nieum, some 500 guardsmen have completed their required 
quarterly jumps on the Camp Blanding Drop Zones.

pany (Dp Trk), 314th Ordnance Company (GAS), and an ele- 
ment of the 181st Military Police Company joined forces for 
their two-week Annual Field Training Period, representing an 
additional 11,000 man-days of training. 

Active and Reserve Forces 

Organizations of the Regular Establishment : Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps, and of the many Reserve Organizations 
of all Services utilize Camp Blanding. During the biennium, 
some 22,457 man-days were utilized by such organizations in 
the training of their units, to include elements from as far south 
as Homestead and from many of the Naval Vessels that berth 
at the Mayport Naval Base. The U. S. Atlantic Fleet, Fleet Air, 
Naval Air Station, Jacksonville continued to utilize a portion 
of the reservation for the training of their pilots, in Air-to- 
Ground Bombing, and for the operation of a Radar Scoring 
Station. 

Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission 

The agreements between the Armory Board and the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission, whereby portions of 
Camp Blanding were opened to controlled public hunting and 
fishing, remain in effect. These agreements have greatly fur- 
thered a good relationship with the citizenry of Florida, as the 
Armory Board works towards this end, within the limitations 
placed by the primary purpose of Camp Blanding in providing 
a military training site. 

Clay County Development Authority 

The 1959 agreement between the Armory Board and the Clay 
County Development Authority (a State Agency), which set 
aside a 600 acre tract of land on the southwesterly shore of 
Kingsley Lake for development of a youth recreational area by 
the Clay County Development Authority, remains effective ; how- 
ever, as of this printing, few improvements have been noted in 
the area. 

School Boy Patrol 

The Duval County School Boy Patrol, under the sponsorship 
of the Sheriff of Duval County, continues to utilize Camp Bland- 
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ing for a two weeks' encampment each summer as it has done 
since 1959. Several hundred boys attend this encampment each 
year. 

Forest Management Operation 

The Armory Board still conducts a controlled forest manage- 
ment program on the former Federal lands at Camp Blanding, 
as required by the Federal Government, which includes har- 
vesting and replanting of timber under the supervision of a pro- 
fessional forester. 

During the biennium the Armory Board hosted a meeting of 
forestry, pulpwood, and related industry leaders at Camp Bland- 
ing where the results of trial summer planting plots were dis- 
cussed. The Armory Board, in coordination with the Florida 
Forest Service, has taken the lead in this apparently successful 
summer planting experiment. The visiting forestry and pulp- 
wood leaders were favorably impressed by two plots at Camp 
Blanding totalling sixty acres, with 50,000 seedlings. 

Mining Operations 

E. I. du Pont de Nemours and Company extracts heavy min- 
erals from the former Federal lands at Camp Blanding incident 
to its agreement with the Armory Board in 1947. The principal 
mineral mined is ilmenite which is used in the manufacture of 
white pigment for the color and paint industries. Staurolite and 
zircon are also mined in commercially usable quantities. 

It is anticipated that in 1968 one of the mining operations will 
leave Camp Blanding due to previous mining commitments on 
land adjacent to Camp Blanding. This will cause a severe de- 
crease in revenue to the Armory Board and necessitate turning 
) to other sources of income to maintain support of National Guard 
facilities throughout the State. 

During the period 1 January 1965 through 31 December 1966, 
430,315 tons of ilmenite, 79,042 tons of staurolite and 159,250 
tons of zircon were removed from Camp Blanding by du Pont 

Construction 

The field house at Camp Blanding:, which is an old World War 
II building was repaired and strengthened to provide auditorium 
and indoor training space for troops training at Camp Blanding. 
In addition, a great deal of renovation work was accomplished 
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on barracks, mess halls and latrines. Much of this work was 
accomplished utilizing Federal training site funds. 

STATE FUNDS 

APPROPRIATED FUNDS 

Disbursements of General Revenue Funds are based on ap- 
propriations made by the Florida State Legislature each bien- 
nium and are reflected in Appendix XV. 

ARMORY BOARD TRUST FUND 

The Armory Board Trust Fund, established under the provis- 
ions of Chapter 250.41, Florida Statutes, is used primarily for 
the management, maintenance and operation of Armory Board 
properties, exclusive of the former Federal lands at Camp Bland- 
ing. Income is derived from sale of timber products, sale of sal- 
vage material and the division of revenue from the Camp Bland- 
ing Management Fund. This fund is reflected in detail in 
Appendix XV. 

CAMP BLANDDJG MANAGEMENT FUND 

The Camp Blanding Management Fund, established under the 
provisions of Chapter 250.41, Florida Statutes, and an agreement 
between the Armory Board, State of Florida, and the United 
States of America, is utilized to control income from the former 
Federal lands at Camp Blanding and expenditures for manage- 
ment, maintenance and operation of these lands, subject to the 
approval of the U. S. District Engineer, who represents the Sec- 
retary of the Army. Income to this fund is derived from mining 
royalties and sale of timber products, the net of which is an- 
nually divided between the Armory Board and the U. S. Govern- 
ment. This fund is reflected in detail in Appendix XV. 

SERVICE CONTRACTS 

The Federal Government reimburses the Armory Board sev- 
enty-five percent (75%) of expenditures for maintenance and 
operation of certain facilities of the Florida National Guard 
through Service Contract agreements. These facilities include 
the Air National Guard Base, eighteen (18) Organizational 
Maintenance Shops, the Arsenal Annex, and portions of Camp 
Blanding. 
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BUDGET REQUESTS 

Requests for operating funds for the coming biennium by the 
Military Department are reflected in Appendix XV. 

FAITHFUL PERFORMANCE BOND 

The Military Department bonds all National Guard personnel 
responsible for property and/or funds and all employees of the 
Department, not otherwise required by law to be bonded under 
a Public Employees Faithful Performance Blanket Position Bond 
in the sum of $2,500. Individuals remain covered by bond until 
they are cleared of all property and funds after being terminat- 
ed from position. 

VEHICLE LIABILITY INSURANCE 

The Military Department insures all vehicles of the Depart- 
ment by vehicle liability insurance in the amount of $10,000/$20,- 
000 bodily injury and $5,000 property damage. National Guard 
vehicles utilized for State activities incident to emergencies, etc., 
are covered by this policy; the premium rates of which are 
established on a per-mile-driven basis. 

WORKMAN'S COMPENSATION INSURANCE 

All employees of the Military Department are covered by 
Workman's Compensation Insurance provided by a commercial 
carrier. This Department has not been a self-insuror since 1 
July 1964. This Department pays benefits to the survivors of a 
departmental employee fatally injured incident to his duties 
during the period that this Department was a self-insuror. The 
total expenditures for this claim will amount to $14,700 over a 
seven (7) year period. During the biennium twenty-one (21) 
claims were submitted to the Workman's Compensation Insur- 
ance carrier. 



DATA PROCESSING 

GENERAL 

The Military Department, like many other agencies, is in- 
volved in a necessary and extensive accounting reporting system. 
In order to efficiently accomplish this mission with a minimum 
of personnel, it has been necessary to go to electronic data pro- 
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cessing. This Department, with its dual State-Federal mission, 
and the unlike operations of each, necessarily went into a dual 
processing system. 

STATE 

Since its establishment in 1962, the State Data Processing 
Section has continuously added programs for the correlation and 
consolidation of records and the furnishing of reports concerning 
military and civilian personnel, State property, and fiscal ac- 
counting. With forty-five (45) major programs already im- 
plemented, there are presently more than 125,000 active data 
cards maintained, and new programs continue to be adapted to 
data processing, as required. 

During the biennium this Department determined that the 
State of Florida would realize a savings if the present data pro- 
cessing equipment was purchased in lieu of the present rental 
method. Authorization was received from the Budget Commis- 
sion for this Department to transfer funds and initiate purchase 
over a five (5) year time payment period. A savings of approxi- 
mately $3,500 will be realized during this five (5) year period. 

FEDERAL 

The Federal Data Processing System was initiated in the fall 
of 1964; and by September 1965 all required equipment was on 
hand. Beginning with the fall of 1964 and continuing through 
the end of 1966, the various programs required in managing 
Federal funds and property were phased into the system. 

It is the aim of this system to give improved logistical and 
fiscal service to units, to develop a more responsive management 
information capability, to have a processing system capable of 
handling a wide range of transactions without exorbitant peak- 
load costs or personnel demands ; and to have a Data Processing 
System that gives the commanders concerned complete, timely, 
and accurate reporting on equipment and funds furnished to the 
State by the Federal Government. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Administrative and staff services were provided to the Head- 
quarters and the units of the Florida National Guard. These 
services included public affairs, records administration, mail 
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management, publications, reproductions, issuance of awards and 
trophies, communications, and security files. 

The administrative and staff services were increased during 
this biennium. The increase is in relation to the organization 
of the Military Support of Civil Defense Division and the 
designation of certain units of the Florida Army National Guard 
as Selected Reserve Forces, coupled with the extension of the 
training assembly from two hours to four hours, and the in- 
creased emphasis on unit readiness. 

RECORDS MANAGEMENT 

The Military Department Library devoted to books dealing 
with historical and current affairs, which includes a collection of 
specialized volumes for reference and research, has continued 
to provide the Headquarters with an essential service. 

The Records Administration Program established to insure a 
uniform procedure governing maintenance and disposition of 
records, continues to improve the maintenance of records within 
the Florida National Guard. 

The microfilming of special orders, morning reports and other 
records was programed and accomplished during the biennium. 
Emphasis remains to be placed on review of other permanent 
records that could be programed on microfilm. 

The Central Library of Army Regulations and National Guard 
Regulations increases in its importance to the Headquarters as 
more comprehensive references are demanded. 

The Central Files of the Headquarters, including security 
files, are constantly screened to eliminate obsolete records. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The Military Department publication supply system was com- 
pletely revised during the biennium. This revision aligned the 
Florida Army National Guard publication supply system to that 
of the Active Army, and will minimize the time and workload 
required, both of the Military Department and units, upon mo- 
bilization of units into Federal Service. 

In the Fall of 1965, 10 units of the Florida Army National 
Guard were designated as Selected Reserve Forces, with an 
assigned mission of entering into a highly accelerated training 
program. The training, technical and administrative libraries 
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were required to be expanded to include references not previously 
required. The newly established publications system greatly 
assisted the Military Department in fulfilling its obligation in 
supply of publications. 

REPRODUCTIONS 

The reproduction service received the full impact of the in- 
creased demands placed upon administrative and staff service 
during this biennium. The new responsibilities of the Military 
Department required new directives to be issued and the revision 
of existing directives. The program to provide an efficient eco- 
nomical service, continues to be improved and monitored, in both 
the offset and Xerograph operations. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

The Telephone Communications System of the Headquarters 
was updated during this biennium. A new Universal Console 
(Switchboard) was installed which provided for additional ex- 
tensions. The defense communications automatic voice switching 
network (AUTO VON), a world-wide, general purpose dialing 
system which provides the capability for this Headquarters to 
communicate with other Military installations, was modified to 
provide additional extensions. 

The AUTOVON has improved communication and reduced 
operational costs. A new teletype was installed which is com- 
patible to those of the Active Army. 

PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

Press, radio, and television promotion of the Florida National 
Guard's program and activities during the biennium has been 
effected through the full cooperation of the majority of the 
State's news media. 

The "Florida Guardsman", a four page monthly insert in "The 
National Guardsman" is utilized to maintain a high level of 
morale and to promote esprit de corps. This magazine is sub- 
scribed to by approximately 2,000 Florida National Guardsmen. 

The illustrated, narrative briefing of the organization, respon- 
sibilities, and missions of the Florida National Guard developed 
in the last biennium was revised to reflect the changes in or- 
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ganization and mission. Approximately 5,000 visitors to the 
Headquarters, members of civic organizations throughout the 
State and other individuals, have received the briefing since its 
origin. 

A beauty contest to choose Miss Florida National Guard is 
conducted annually as a vehicle to generate National Guard 
publicity and stimulate favorable community relations. Con- 
testants are sponsored by battalions and special groupings of 
the Florida National Guard. The beauty contest is conducted 
through the courtesy of Dick Pope's Florida Cypress Gardens. 
The queen of the 2nd Battalion, 116th Artillery, Miss Ulla Ny- 
mann, was chosen to be Miss Florida National Guard in 1965. 
The queen of the Florida Air National Guard, Miss Cheryl 
Johnson, reigned as Miss Florida National Guard in 1966. 

In order to preserve and record the unique history of the 
State Arsenal and the Military Reservation, which dates back 
to the 16th Century, when it was the site of a Franciscan Mon- 
astery, a museum and archives was established. The museum 
and archives is aptly located in the former monastery cells. The 
museum endeavors to tell the story of the Florida National 
Guard and the Militia from territorial days to the present. The 
appeal to Guardsmen, former Guardsmen, and citizens to con- 
tribute historical documents and artifacts that were part of the 
history of the Florida National Guard, has resulted in a collection 
of many historical items that may have otherwise become lost 
to posterity. 

The 1965 session of the Florida State Legislature enacted 
Senate Bill 195, (Chapter 65.132, Laws of Florida) providing for 
the issuance of special license tags by the Department of Motor 
Vehicles to active members of the Florida National Guard. The 
National Guard license tag was well received by the National 
Guardsmen. 

STATEMENTS OF SERVICE 

The Military Department has custody of available records of 
the soldiers of Florida. These records include Muster Rolls of the 
Indian Wars of 1835, Muster Rolls of the Florida Militia and 
Florida National Guard since 1835, and Rolls of the Florida 
troops mustered into the Confederate Forces and Union Forces 
in the War Between the States (Civil War), the Spanish Ameri- 
can War, the Mexican Border Incident, World War I, World War

II, the Korean Conflict, and the Berlin Crisis. A card record is 
maintained for each individual who entered World War I from 
the State of Florida, whether by enlistment, induction through 
Selective Service, or induction with the Florida National Guard. 
In addition, an individual file folder, containing copies of all 
pertinent orders and personnel documents, is retained for each 
individual who has been a member of the Florida National Guard 
(Army and Air) . The individual folders for current members are 
separated from the folders of former members and are main- 
tained current at all times. These records occupy approximately 
1,000 feet of shelf filing space. 

Requests for Statements of Service and information generally 
fall into two broad categories. The majority of requests in the 
first category are for documentary evidence to establish eligi- 
bility for some type of benefit such as Federal or State military 
retirement benefits; birth date and/or active Federal service for 
Social Security benefits; increased military longevity pay for 
former service; burial in a National Cemetery or government 
furnished grave marker; or hospitalization or other financial 
benefits through the Veterans Administration. The second cat- 
egory pertains to requests in the interest of geneology or history 
and, for the most part, are applicable to records prior to 1900. 

The number of Statements of Service furnished during the 
period of this report was 684 for fiscal year 1965, and 691 for 
fiscal year 1966. 

INTER-SERVICE AGREEMENTS 

Under current policies of the Federal Government, the Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Marines, and the Reserve Forces, including 
the National Guard, furnish mutual logistical support on a 
reimbursable basis, whenever such support is requested and is 
within the capability of the requested agency. This policy is of 
appreciable value to the taxpayer in that it reduces duplication 
of supply and maintenance facilities. In keeping with this policy, 
the Florida National Guard has entered into a number of inter- 
service agreements during the biennium. These agreements go 
beyond the traditional support furnished by the active services 
to the National Guard, in that they also include support to the 
active forces by the National Guard. This State currently has 
working agreements with Fort Stewart, Georgia, Jacksonville 
Naval Air Station, Orlando Air Force Base, Patrick Air Force

Base, Homestead Air Force Base, MacDill Air Force Base, United 
States Strike Command, Tyndall Air Force Base, Eglin Air Force 
Base, Pensacola Naval Air Station, and the IV US Army Corps. 
Agreements with each of the above activities are tailor made, 
and include such support to the National Guard as repair of air- 
craft, calibration of instruments, supply of medical items, supply 
of subsistence, and laundry service. Florida National Guard 
return support includes supply of gasoline within the State to 
active Army, the US Army Reserve, US Air Force Reserve, US 
Marine Corps Reserve, and the Reserve Officers Training Corps, 
along with complete responsibility for repair of vehicles, weapons, 
and other items of the United States Strike Command; and the 
periodic temporary loan of vehicles, weapons, and other equip- 
ment to Strike Command, the active Army, the USAR, and the 
USMCR for special training missions. 

TECHNICIANS 

Both Army and Air National Guard technicians are employed 
by the Florida National Guard. These technicians are full-time 
specialists in the field of administration, finance, accounting, 
supply and maintenance. With the exception of a limited number 
of female employees, technicians are required to be military 
members of the various organizations and units to which as- 
signed. 

During this biennium, a total of 618 technicians were autho- 
rized, 399 Army Guard, and 219 Air Guard. Employment of 
these technicians is supported by the Federal Government. The 
annual Federal budget authorized the Florida National Guard 
for these individuals amounted to $4,158,566.00. 

An increase of 107 employees over those authorized last bien- 
nium, together with $310,118.00 in supporting funds, was autho- 
rized in this reporting period. 

Statistical data reflecting assignment of technicians and ex- 
penditures for this purpose during 1965 and 1966 are shown in 
Appendix II and XVI. 

MILITARY SUPPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 
INTRODUCTION 

During 1961, the Department of the Army was assigned the 
responsibility for coordinating support rendered to civil defense 
by all military services. 
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Coordination was accomplished at the various levels of mili- 
tary and civil defense down to local level. The only Military 
Headquarters having the same geographical area of responsi- 
bility as the State Civil Defense was the Headquarters of The 
Adjutant General. Therefore, the Department of Defense pro- 
posed that the Headquarters of each State Adjutant General be 
assigned military support of civil defense (MSCD) responsi- 
bilities as a mobilization mission. With the consent of the Gov- 
ernor of Florida, this responsibility was assigned The Adjutant 
General in late 1964. 

MISSION 

The Adjutant General is responsible to the Third U. S. Army 
Commander for the preparation of preattack plans for military 
support in a "civil defense emergency" (a domestic disaster re- 
sulting from an enemy attack) and for the operational employ- 
ment of forces temporarily made available to him for support in 
such an emergency. During the planning phase, the State Ad- 
jutant General and his staff retain their State status but are 
subject to the planning guidance of the Army Commander. The 
Adjutant General is authorized to provide guidance and exercise 
control over civil defense planning activities of designated Army, 
Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps Commanders, active and 
reserve. Upon the occurrence of an emergency necessitating 
implementation of these plans. The Adjutant General and his 
Staff will be ordered into Federal service. The Adjutant General 
then becomes the State Military Commander with the mission of 
providing military support to civil defense authorities in ac- 
cordance with military support plans. 

CONCEPT 

The Adjutant General is provided with five (5) federally paid 
technicians to accomplish the preattack planning mission. Upon 
mobilization, his Headquarters will form the Florida Area Com- 
mand Headquarters and assume the responsibility for operational 
employment of all military forces made available for support of 
civil defense authorities. The duration of military support will 
extend only until such time as the civilian authority is restored 
to a minimum operational capability. Military support plans will 
be based on and complement State Civil Defense Plans as de- 
veloped by civil authority. 
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SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES 

Technician appointments began in January 1965 with the se- 
lection of the Military Support Plans Officer, Chief of the MSCD 
Division. Appointment of technicians was completed in Decem- 
ber 1965. Much of this time was spent in study and school train- 
ing of personnel. Initial contacts and liaison were established 
with civil defense agencies. 

ORGANIZATION 

A tentative organization for the Headquarters to accomplish 
the mobilization mission was formulated in 1965. Although this 
organizational plan is subject to revision as new concepts are 
introduced, it can be used effectively in the event of mobilization. 

ACTIVITIES 

The Military Support Division prepared lesson plans for dis- 
tribution to units concerning MSCD subjects. Instruction was 
also presented by MSCD personnel to some units and to the Head- 
quarters Staff along with other subjects. Technicians partici- 
pated in several civil defense exercises and attended seminars 
at Army and Civil Defense Region Headquarters. The Division 
Chief served as a member of a panel discussion at a course in 
Civil Defense Management conducted by the Civil Defense Uni- 
versity Extension Program staff from Florida State University. 

PLANNING 

The Third U. S. Army Plan for Military Support of Civil De- 
fense was received the end of March 1966. An orientation of the 
State staff was conducted soon thereafter. In May 1966, repre- 
sentatives from the major military bases in the State were brief- 
ed. The initial draft of the State plan was completed in June 1966 
and final approval of the State plan was received from Third 
U. S. Army in mid-September 1966. Many areas need further 
clarification from the national level, but subordinate plans should 
be completed in early 1967. 

FLORIDA NATIONAL GUARD OFFICER CANDIDATE 
SCHOOL 

The Florida National Guard Officer Candidate School was es- 
tablished in March 1961 as an additional source for officer pro- 
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curement for the Army National Guard, a necessary requirement 
in order to obtain qualified officers in the quantity needed to 
offset projected losses. 

The school has grown from an initial starting class of 49 candi- 
dates in the Graduating Class of 1962 to a yearly starting class 
of 125. Since its establishment, the number of enrolled candi- 
dates and graduates is as follows :

At the close of the biennium, 263 candidates have successfully 
graduated from the course and been commissioned second lieu- 
tenants in the Florida Army National Guard. Of these 263, a 
total of 229 remain currently assigned. This is 32% of the 
Army National Guard Officer Corps. 

The school offers an excellent opportunity for warrant officers 
and enlisted men who have demonstrated exceptional leadership 
potential to qualify for officer appointment. It is accredited by 
the National Guard Bureau under the authority of the Secretary 
of the Army. The program of instruction is prescribed by the 
U. S. Army Infantry School at Fort Benning, Georgia, com- 
prising the following subjects and hours of instruction:

Under the command of a full-time Commandant, and staffed 
by qualified Florida Army National Guard officers and enlisted 
men, the Officer Candidate School operates on a year-round basis 
at Camp Blanding, Florida. The program is exacting and de- 
manding and is offered in three phases. 

Phase 1 includes 15 days active duty training at Camp Bland- 
ing, with instruction in leadership, map reading, infantry weap- 
ons and drill and command. 

Phase 2 comprises ten monthly weekend training assemblies 
covering the fields of administrative, logistic and basic subjects. 

Phase 3 involves a second 15 days of active duty field training, 
with emphasis being placed on small unit tactics and supporting 
arms. 

The pressing need for filling junior grade officer vacancies on a 
yearly basis will continue for the foreseeable future in the Flor- 
ida Army National Guard. Opportunity, therefore, will continue 
to exist for qualified young enlisted men to gain commissions by 
successful completion of the Florida National Guard Officer Can- 
didate School Program. 

STATE ACTIVE DUTY 

Under the provisions of Military Code, Chapter 250, Florida 
Statutes, troops of the Florida National Guard were called to 
Active State Duty to assist civil authorities. These troops were 
employed in the following situation during the biennium. 

Tornado-Tampa, Lakeland, Cocoa Area-4 April 1966 

450 Guardsmen from the Tampa, Lakeland, Cocoa area were 
called to State Active Service to assist civil authorities in these 
areas. 

In less than one hour after the storm struck National Guards- 
men were performing rescue missions, traffic control and guard 
duty to prevent looting. 

Troops from HHB, 163rd Arty Gp and HHB, A,B, and Svc 
Btry, 1st How Bn, 116th Arty, under the command of Col. 
Kennedy C. Bullard, 163rd Arty Gp, were on duty in the Tampa 
area.

Troops from Hqs & Sve Btry, and Btry A, 2nd 116th Arty, 
under the command of Lt Col Richard R. Frisbie, were on duty 
in the Lakeland area. 

Troops from the 138th Trans Co (Lt Trk) , 1046th Trans Co 
(Lt Trk), and Co C, 20th SF Gp, under the command of Capt 
Charles E. Atkins were on duty in the Cocoa area. 

The tornado cut a 150 mile path across the central part of the 
State from Tampa to Cape Kennedy, causing an estimated dam- 
age of thirty million dollars, ten fatalities, 300 injuries and many 
left homeless. 

SPECIAL ASSIGNMENTS 

Special assignments have been performed by Florida National 
Guard troops in support of community, state, and national ac- 
tivities. This duty is on a voluntary basis. These assignments 
are generally performed during non-duty hours, week-ends and 
holidays. 

Among these assignments were the annual celebration of 
Armed Forces Day throughout the State, as well as the Gas- 
parilla Festival in Tampa, the Orange Bowl in Miami and the 
Quadricentennial Celebration of St. Augustine. 

On numerous occasions, Guardsmen respond to requests for 
graveside ceremonies for the interment of veterans. 

Elements of the Florida Army and Air National Guard par- 
ticipated in the Inauguration of Governor Haydon Burns on 5 
January 1965 in Tallahassee. A composite Honor Guard Com- 
pany of Army and Air National Guardsmen was drawn from 
Jacksonville, the Governor's home city. This Honor Guard Com- 
pany and a Color Guard from Headquarters, Military Depart- 
ment, in St. Augustine, escorted Governor Bryant and Governor 
Burns from the executive residence to the Inaugural Ceremonies. 
An Honor Guard and Color Guard detachment of enlisted men — 
Army and Air — participated in the reception in the Rotunda of 
the Capitol prior to the parade. The parade was led by the 
Jacksonville composite Honor Guard Company, and the Color 
Guard from St. Augustine. Other National Guard units from 
Tallahassee, Panama City, Apalachicola, Quincy, Bonifay and 
DeFuniak Springs marched in the parade. The 125th Fighter 
Group, Florida Air National Guard conducted a fly-over with 
F-102 jets during the parade. A team from Battery B, 2nd 
Battalion, 116th Artillery, of Dade City, fired a 19-gun salute. 
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An Honor Guard and Color Guard of National Guardsmen par- 
ticipated in the ceremonies and posted the Colors at the Inaugural 
Ball in Tallahassee and simliar Inaugural Balls held in Orlando, 
Jacksonville, Miami, Tampa and Pensacola. 

In mid-May, a skindiver was reported missing in the Atlantic 
Ocean off Mayport, Florida. After 11 hours he was given up for 
dead ; however, a Florida Air National Guard officer on the scene 
believed there was still a chance and scrambled a pilot for the 
search. The pilot located the skindiver floating on his empty 
air tanks, radioed his position, and the diver was later rescued 
by a passing freighter. 

Each year Florida Air National Guard furnishes a Christmas 
leave airlift for cadets and midshipmen of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force Academies.

FEDERAL 

The Armed Forces Reserve Medal — Authorized by Depart- 
ment of the Army, and awarded by the Adjutant General, State 
of Florida, to active members of the Florida National Guard, 
under the provisions of Army Regulation 672-5-1.

CHIEF, NATIONAL GUARD ItUREAU MATCHES 

Chief, National Guard Bureau Rifle Tournament (Pistol) (Cal 
.22) is conducted and administered by the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation of America, in cooperation with the Chief, National 
Guard Bureau. The tournament consists of an Individual Match, 
a Unit Team Match, and a Battalion Team Match. 

The National Rifle Association Indoor Rifle Tournament is 
conducted annually under the authority of the Chief, National 
Guard Bureau, and sponsored by the Adjutant General. The 
Tournament consists of competitive matches between five rifle 
leagues, with the winning team in each league competing for 
the State Championship. The State Championship Team then 
shoots for the National Rifle Association Trophy. 

ARMY AREA MATCHES 

Third U. S. Army Rifle (7.62 mm) and Pistol (Cat .22. Cal J88, 
and Cal .45) Championship Matches conducted by Commanding 
General, Third U. S. Army, were held at Ft. Benning, Georgia 
for 1965-1966. The Florida National Guard was represented in 
both rifle and pistol competition at these matches. In addition 
to the State team's participation, Lt. Gene A. Krueger and SFC 
Richard J. Waldron were selected to participate in Army Area 
and Regional Matches as members of the All National Guard 
Rifle Squad in 1966. 

STATE MARKSMANSHIP MATCHES 

The Taliaferro Trophy Match (Cal .80 M-l, or 7.62 mm M-l 4) 
is conducted each year at Camp Blanding, Florida, under au- 
thority of the Adjutant General. The Taliaferro Trophy was 
presented to the militia of Florida in 1903, by the Honorable 
James B. Taliaferro, then United States Senator from Florida. 
It is awarded annually for Unit Team Rifle Marksmanship Com- 
petition. 

The Individual Rifle Championship Trophy Match (Cal .30, 
M-l or 7.62 mm M-l J,) is fired concurrently with the Taliaferro 
Trophy Match. The Individual Rifle Championship Trophy pre- 
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sented to the Florida National Guard in 1959, by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Robert G. White, then Assistant Adjutant General, is award- 
ed to the individual achieving the highest record score during 
the Individual Rifle Championship Match. 

The Individual Pistol Championship Match (Cal .45) is con- 
ducted each year at Camp Blanding, Florida, under authority of 
the Adjutant General. The match is conducted to determine the 
outstanding Pistol Marksman in the Florida National Guard. 

The I. Thord-Gray Trophy Match (Cal .SO Carbine) is con- 
ducted each year at Camp Blanding, Florida, under authority 
of the Adjutant General. The I. Thord-Gray Trophy was pre- 
sented to the Florida National Guard by Major General I. Thord- 
Gray, retired British Army Officer, in 1930, and has been award- 
ed for Unit Team Rifle Marksmanship (Carbine) competition 
until 1965. As a result of removal of all Carbines Cal .30 from 
the Florida National Guard Inventory, due to issuance of the 
new 7.62 mm NATO Rifle, which will eventually replace both 
the Carbine and the M-l Garand Rifle, this Trophy was placed 
in Pistol Team Competition in 1966.

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ARMY NATIONAL GUARD 

STRENGTH 

An over-all strength, nation-wide, of 400,000 was provided 
for the Army National Guard during fiscal years 1965 and 1966. 
Florida entered fiscal year 1965 with an authorized priority ag- 
gregate strength ceiling of 7,965. As a result of several minor 
reorganizations (See Part III, Appendix VII), Florida ended 
fiscal year 1966 with an authorized priority aggregate strength 
ceiling of 8,335. 

On 15 October 1965, 10 Florida Army National Guard units 
were designated as Selected Reserve Force (SRF) units with 
the requirement that they attain and maintain 100% TO&E 
strength with MOS qualified personnel as soon as possible after 
designation as SRF. Part V, Appendix VII contains details as 
to SRF units authorized priority aggregate strength and actual 
strength before and after designation as SRF units. The initial 
strength gain was accomplished by transfer of personnel from 
other Army National Guard units in the vicinity. The remainder 
of the strength gain and the maintenance of strength was ac- 
complished by recruitment of prior service and nonprior service 
personnel. 

During the period of this report, only minor changes were 
made in physical or mental standards for enlistment. 

Appendix VII contains a summary of strength, and personnel 
gains and losses by source during 1965 and 1966. In view of 
the fact that on 1 December 1962 nonprior service personnel 
were required to enlist in the Army National Guard for six years, 
the last of three year enlistments expired in November, 1965. 
For this reason, losses for expiration term of service have been 
considerably less since 1 December 1965. The reduction in dis- 
charges for expiration of term of service will continue until 1 
December 1968, when the first of the six-year enlistment period 
will begin to expire. During this biennium the Army National 
Guard experienced a net gain of 976 as opposed to a net loss 
of 37 during the preceding biennium. 

RESERVE OFFICER PERSONNEL ACT OF 1954 

During the period 1 July 1964 to 30 June 1966, the Reserve 
Officer Personnel Act of 1954 (ROPA) remained unchanged in- 
sofar as the provisions for mandatory elimination and mandatory 
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promotion consideration were concerned. Reserve Selection 
Boards for Majors and Captains were convened at Department 
of the Army, and Reserve Selection Boards for First Lieutenants 
were convened at this headquarters as indicated in Appendix 
VIII. 

Only 64 officers were considered for mandatory promotion dur- 
ing the reporting period, whereas 84 officers were considered 
during the period 1 July 1962 to 30 June 1964, and 217 officers 
were considered during the period 1 July 1960 to 30 June 1962. 
The few officers considered can be attributed to the number of 
General Officer and Field Grade Officer positions gained as a 
result of the reorganization during fiscal year 1963 and 1964, 
which permitted the promotion of officers prior to their com- 
pleting service requiring mandatory consideration. As pointed 
out in the previous report, the number to be considered each 
year will gradually increase hereafter until 1970 when the of- 
ficers promoted in 1963 will be subject to mandatory considera- 
tion. Seven officers, as indicated in Part II, Appendix VIII were 
affected by the mandatory elimination provisions of ROPA dur- 
ing this report period. 

FLORIDA ARMY NATIONAL GUARD 

FIELD GRADE OFFICER SELECTION BOARD 

The Florida Army National Guard Field Grade Officer Selec- 
tion Board was established in October 1963 to insure that every 
0fficer who is qualified for assignment to a higher grade posi- 
tion is considered for each higher grade vacancy that may occur. 
The Selection Board is composed of Deputy Commander, 55th 
Command Headquarters, Divisional-President; Commanding 
General, 53rd Armored Brigade; Commanding Officers of 163rd 
Artillery Group, 164th Artillery Group, 260th Engineer Group, 
337th Signal Depot; and Recorder, from Headquarters, Military 
Department, State of Florida (without vote). 

The Selection Board meets quarterly and at such other times 
as may be designated by the President. At each meeting the 
Board considers all eligible officers for assignment to existing 
vacancies and known future vacancies in the field grade posi- 
tions. To be eligible for consideration the officer must meet all 
regulatory requirements for promotion at the time of the meet- 
ing of the Selection Board. Eligible officers are considered on 
the basis of seniority. The Board considers such factors as the 
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officer's performance, abilities, availability for attendance at 
training assemblies in the new assignment, and officer's desires 
where a change in branch may be involved. The recommenda- 
tions of the Selection Board are furnished the Commanding Gen- 
eral, 55th Command Headquarters, Divisional for his considera- 
tion and recommendation prior to forwarding to the Adjutant 
General for final approval. During the period of this report 
the Selection Board met twelve times and selected 29 Captains 
for assignment to Major positions, 16 Majors for assignment to 
Lieutenant Colonel positions, and six Lieutenant Colonels for 
assignment to Colonel positions. 

ARMY NATIONAL GUARD TRAINING 

The Florida Army National Guard Training Program is con- 
ducted in accordance with the criteria prescribed for Reserve 
Components of the Army by the United States Continental Army 
Command, in coordination with the National Guard Bureau. The 
Commanding General, Third United States Army has the re- 
sponsibility for coordination, support and supervision of pre- 
scribed training. Standards for training are established by 
Department of the Army, and the performance of each unit is 
evaluated by a board of Active Army officers during the Annual 
Field Training (AFT) period. 

Training is classified in four general phases. The first two 
phases, Basic Combat Training (BCT) and Advanced Individual 
Training (AIT), received in succession, are designed to concen- 
trate on the development of the basic skills and techniques re- 
quired of the individual in the performance of duties which he 
will be assigned. Upon successful completion of AIT, the in- 
dividual is assigned a Military Occupational Specialty Code 
(MOS), which denotes qualification to perform the duties of his 
particular job assignment. 

All personnel entering the Florida Army National Guard, who 
have no prior service, receive the first two phases of training 
during a period of not less than four months active duty training 
conducted at an Active Army Training Center. This program, 
known as The Reserve Component Enlisted Training Program 
(REP 63), became effective in October 1963. It replaced the 
the RFA Program which was in effect from 1955 through the 
first nine months of the period covered by this report. The old 
program required six months active duty training. The number 
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of Florida Guardsmen who completed their individual training 
through the RFA Program and the REP Program is shown in 
Appendix XIII. 

During the period of this report, the extensive buildup in the 
Army based on world conditions overtaxed the training base of 
the Active Army beyond its capability to supply both the Active 
Army and the Reserve Components with required training man- 
power. This reduced Reserve Component input into the REP 
Program, causing a backlog of untrained personnel. To offset 
this training backlog to some extent, a training program was 
initiated to provide additional training for personnel awaiting 
departure for the REP Program. The program consisted of 
accelerated training during inactive duty periods at home sta- 
tions, and attendance at a one week REP Training School con- 
duced during Annual Field Training 1966, in which approxi- 
mately 900 Florida National Guardsmen participated. 

Other personnel receive training for higher skill levels with- 
in their assigned field or receive training in new fields through 
attendance at Army Service Schools and by enrollment in Army 
Extension Courses. This program is an expansion of the Ad- 
vanced Individual Training phase. 

The third phase of training, Basic Unit Training (BUT), is 
conducted locally by all units in accordance with the Army Train- 
ing Program appropriate to each unit. The purpose of training 
during this phase is to develop effective, well coordinated sec- 
tions, teams and small units which are composed of members 
who have learned their particular skills and techniques during 
the individual training phase. 

Finally, the Advanced Unit Training (AUT) phase is design- 
ed to provide practice in the employment of unit techniques, 
to develop unit operating procedures, and to furnish command 
and staff training in the conduct of combined arms operations. 

The objective of the overall training effort is to improve the 
readiness of all units to mobilize and promptly initiate a post 
mobilization training program to meet deployment schedules. 
Toward this end, maximum progression to higher levels of train- 
ing, even beyond those objectives stated below, is encouraged 
consistent with strength, training equipment, facilities and at- 
tained proficiency. The goal for which Immediate Reserve (form- 
erly priority I and II) units strive is that level of training with- 
in the prescribed Army Training Program (ATP) which will 
permit completion of the ATP in the shortest time possible fol- 
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lowing mobilization. The minimum goal for Reinforcing Re- 
serve (formerly priority III) units is establishment of a well- 
trained base capable of receiving filler personnel and equipment 
in order to initiate post mobilization ATP unit training on an 
accelerated basis. Both Immediate and Reinforcing Reserve units 
have a concurrent goal to attain maximum capability for self- 
sufficiency. 

The Army training program objectives to be achieved by Re- 
serve Component units are as follows: 

Immediate Reserve (non-divisional units). 

Infantry and Armor: To complete company level train- 
ing to include successful completion of the company Army 
Training Test. 

Artillery : To train at battalion level after successful com- 
pletion of the battery Army Training Test. 

Other units (Technical and Administrative) : To train 
at the unit level of training determined by The Adjutant 
General, as delegated by the Army Commander. 
Reinforcing Reserve (non-divisional units). 

Infantry and Armor: To complete platoon level training 
to include successful completion of the platoon Army Train- 
ing Test. 

Artillery: To complete battery level training. 
Other units (Technical and Administrative) : Same as 
for Immediate Reserve. 
In 1965, due to the world situation, the decision was made to 
build up the Active Army. Based on the time gap that would 
exist while the Active Army accomplished such buildup, produc- 
ing new active units, ready and properly equipped for develop- 
ment to operational areas of the world, the decision was made 
to select and make available a portion of the Reserve Forces at 
increased readiness. This force, designated as a "Selected Re- 
serve Force", (SRF), was developed by the Department of The 
Army Staff as that force required to insure National defense 
readiness, especially during the Active Army Buildup period. 

The Florida Army National Guard contribution to this Force, 
manned at 100% Table of Organization and Equipment, included 
the following organizations:

INITIAL ACTIVE DUTY FOR TRAINING PROGRAM 

The Reserve Enlistment Program of 1963 (REP-63) continued 
during the period of this report. The program provided a 
standard six-year Ready Reserve and total Reserve obligation

for all nonprior service enlistees of the ages 17 thru 25 inclusive. 
The program authorized a variable period of initial active duty, 
as a condition for enlistment, of from 4 months to that period 
which is required to properly qualify the individual in the desig- 
nated Military Occupational Specialty (MOS). Nonprior service 
personnel as a condition for enlistment, must enter the initial 
active duty for training within 120 days after date of enlistment. 
An exception was made so that high school students could be 
deferred from entry into active duty for not more than one year, 
until they cease to satisfactorily pursue such high school course, 
graduate, or attain age 20, whichever is the earlier. Effective in 
February 1965, the delay of high school students was discon- 
tinued and thereafter high school students could not be enlisted 
unless they were available for entry into the initial active duty 
for training within 120 days after date of enlistment. 

During the period of this report a significant change was made 
in the allotment of input quotas to the State. Originally the quo- 
tas were allotted by the National Guard Bureau to the State for 
all individuals entering initial active duty for training. The 
allotted quota for each month could not be exceeded. The order 
to initial active duty for training contained three MOSs listed 
in the priority in which training was desired, and the Active 
Army determined which of the three MOSs the individual would 
be trained in, based upon availability of formal service school 
quotas, Army Training Center school quotas, and/or the avail- 
ability of space for on-the-job or apprentice training with units 
of the Active Army. During the month of December 1964 the 
Department of the Army began, monthly, to allot quotas for 
Army Traning Center MOS schools and apprentice training di- 
rect to the states. At the same time the Enlisted Personnel Divi- 
sion, Office of Personnel Opeartions, Department of the Army, 
established an office in Washington to control and reserve for 
specific individuals formal Army Service School MOS course 
quotas. By selecting applications for initial active duty which 
contained a requested MOS for which a formal service school 
MOS course existed, the State, by direct telephone call, could, 
within quotas available, reserve a formal school space for the spe- 
cific individual by name and service number. The individuals 
ordered to active duty would contain the specific school course 
and school entry date as authorized by EPD, OPO. His entry on 
active duty would be computed so that processing and basic mili- 
tary training would be completed to coincide with the school 
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starting date. Input quotas obtained in this manner were in 
addition to those allotted direct to the states by the Department 
of the Army. During the period December 1964 to 30 June 1965 
(balance of FY 65) Florida obtained 194 formal service school 
course quotas. During Fiscal Year 1966, 795 quotas were ob- 
tained for a total of 989 quotas during the period of this report. 

After designation of the Selected Reserve Force in October 
1965, quotas were allotted on a priority basis. Members of Se- 
lected Reserve Force units received first priority. Members of 
Immediate Reserve units received second priority. Members of 
Reinforcing Reserve units were in third priority and only very 
limited quotas were received for this category during the remain- 
der of FY 66. 

During Fiscal Year 1966, as a result of the military activity 
in Viet Nam, Active Army enlistments and Selective Service In- 
duction calls were greatly increased. This taxed the Army Train- 
ing Centers to their maximum capacity and additional training 
centers were established. In prior years REP trainees from 
Florida entered initial active duty for training at Fort Jackson, 
South Carolina. During Fiscal Year 1966, the majority entered 
training at Fort Benning, Georgia. During this period the Army 
Training Center School quotas and apprentice training quotas 
to the Reserve Components were greatly reduced. As a result, 
the National Guard and USAR were faced with a growing back- 
log of personnel awaiting REP-63 initial active duty for training 
input. Florida's peak backlog of 1,049 awaiting training was 
reached in February 1966. We closed Fiscal Year 1966 with a 
backlog of 876. Florida's small backlog can be attributed to the 
fact that full advantage was taken of the formal service school 
quotas available through EPD, OPO, as outlined above. 

Statistical data relative to the initial active duty for training 
program is contained in Appendix XIII. 

The analysis of training received as compared with training 
requested during this reporting period shows a marked im- 
provement over Fiscal Year 1963 and Fiscal Year 1964. The 
decrease in percentage trained in first requested MOS and the 
increase in percentage awarded MOS other than one of the three 
requested MOSs as reflected in Fiscal Year 1966 over Fiscal Year 
1965 can be attributed to inexperienced Active Army personnel 
processing REP-63 personnel during the period that the addi- 
tional Army Training Centers were established. Constant liaison 
is being accomplished with the Army Training Centers, and it 
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is felt that Fiscal Year 1967 will produce a more favorable analy- 
sis of training received. 

SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The School Program, participated in by 424 officers and war- 
rant officers and 302 enlisted men during the biennium, was sup- 
ported mainly from Federal Funds. The School Program pro- 
vides specialized, refresher, and advanced training of both offi- 
cer and enlisted personnel in the combat arms, technical and 
administrative fields. 

Branch and Technical training of personnel to qualify them 
for their TOE assignments, and for training in critical MOS's 
is accomplished through the media of The Army Service School 
and Army Area School Programs. Additional training in the 
areas of combat arms, technical, and administrative fields is ob- 
tained through participation in Specialized Training Conferences 
and Special Army Exercises. The Special Reserve Component 
Officer Candidate Schools conducted by the United States Army 
Artillery and Infantry Schools, together with the Florida Na- 
tional Guard Officer Candidate School, provides the source of 
newly commissioned officer personnel. (See Appendix XIV for 
School Program participation during the period 1965-1966.) 

ENLISTED EVALUATION SYSTEM 

The Enlisted Evaluation System is the method for determining 
whether individuals filling unit spaces have the knowledge and 
skills of the military occupational specialty (MOS) required for 
the duty position which they are filling. The purpose is to pro- 
vide an objective measurement of the proficiency of enlisted 
personnel in the same four digit MOS. For a number of years 
the system was applicable only to enlisted personnel of the Reg- 
ular Army and the enlisted personnel of the Reserve compon- 
ents serving on extended active duty. In April 1964 the Enlisted 
Evaluation System was made applicable to the Reserve compon- 
ents (Army National Guard and U. S. Army Reserve). 

Under the system, each quarter the Department of the Army 
publishes a circular which contains administrative instructions 
and announces the MOS's to be evaluated during the next suc- 
ceeding calendar quarter. It also specifies the month in which 
the test is to be administered. Approximately one fourth of the 
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enlisted MOS's are evaluated each quarter so that all enlisted 
MOS's have been evaluated during each calendar year. Upon re- 
ceipt of the MOS evaluation test announcement, the number to 
be tested in each MOS is determined and MOS evaluation test 
aids are requisitioned from the Department of the Army and dis- 
tributed to the individuals to be tested. The MOS evaluation test 
aid is a Department of the Army Pamphlet prepared for a spe- 
cific MOS which contains information about the Enlisted Evalu- 
ation System ; technical requirements of the MOS ; and a list of 
study references pertaining to the MOS. It is designed to assist 
the enlisted personnel in preparing for the evaluation test. 

The Chief, Military Personnel Division of this Headquarters 
has been appointed as Test Control Officer to supervise the oper- 
ation of the Enlisted Evaluation System for the Florida Army 
National Guard. Army Advisor officer personnel and ARNG bat- 
talion and higher level Staff Assistants have been designated as 
Test Examiners to administer the MOS evaluation testing. 

MOS evaluation test booklets and MOS evaluation test answer 
documents are very sensitive and controlled items, and require- 
ments for their security and control are similar to that of clas- 
sified documents. The test booklets are serially numbered and 
must be accounted for by serial number with detailed receipts 
signed between the Evaluation Center and the Test Control Offi- 
cer; and between the Test Control Officer and the Test Exam- 
iners. During the first two years of operation there has been 
no loss or compromise of MOS evaluation test materials in the 
Florida Army National Guard. 

All enlisted personnel in pay grades E-4 and above are tested 
during the test period in which their duty MOS has been speci- 
fied for testing. The commander renders a Commander's Evalu- 
ation Report on each individual to be tested and at the appro- 
priate time the Test Examiner administers the written test un- 
der controlled conditions. The answer cards and Commander's 
Evaluation Report are then forwarded thru the Test Control 
Officer to the Enlisted Evaluation Center at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Indianapolis, for scoring and evaluation. The Enlisted 
Evaluation Center then furnishes an Evaluation Report for each 
individual tested indicating the overall test score and individ- 
ual's relative standing in each area of the test. The evaluation 
scores are then used by the commander as a basis for determin- 
ing additional training requirements. An evaluation score of 
70 denotes minimum MOS qualification in the MOS in which 
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evaluated. Should the individual fail, for the first time, to attain 
a minimum MOS qualification score, the unit commander may 
devote attention to improving the capability of the individual by 
additional training or change the individual's duty position to 
one more appropriate to his skills and knowledge. In the event 
of a second consecutive failure in the same MOS, personnel hav- 
ing a remaining service obligation must be reduced one grade 
and discharged from the Army National Guard with transfer 
to the Army Reserve to complete the remaining portion of their 
service obligation. Second consecutive failure in the same MOS 
for personnel without a remaining service obligation requires 
discharge from the Army National Guard and from the Reserve 
of the Army. The State Adjutant General may waive the re- 
quirements for disposition for second consecutive failure in the 
same MOS when it is established to his satisfaction that the in- 
dividual has the capability to perform adequately in an appro- 
priate position. Such waivers may be granted only in conjunc- 
tion with action to assign the individual to a duty position more 
appropriate to his skills and knowledge. Should the individual 
fail to qualify for the third consecutive time, no waiver is au- 
thorized and individual must be disposed of. 

The normal test periods will be February, April, August and 
November of each year. The test periods for November 64 and 
February 65 were completed and the testing was suspended na- 
tion-wide until February 66 due to planning for a proposed re- 
organization of the Army National Guard and the U. S. Army 
Reserve. Since testing has been resumed, the tests for February 
66 and May 66 were accomplished as required. 

Results of the Enlisted Evaluation System testing for the pe- 
riod of this report is contained in Appendix XX. 

FEDERAL FUNDS AND EQUIPMENT 

The Florida Army National Guard is better equipped today 
than ever before in peacetime history, due primarily to funds 
and equipment made available by the Federal Government. Fund- 
ing support from the Federal Government has continued to in- 
crease each year subsequent to World War II. This build-up is 
contributable largely to the world situation, i.e., Korean Conflict, 
Berlin Crisis, Cuban Affair, and the Vietnam Commitment. Dur- 
ing Calendar Year 1965, the Federal Department of Defense des- 
ignated several units of the Florida Army National Guard as 
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"Selected Reserve Forces'*. With the designation came addition- 
al support to equip these units. Funds were also furnished to buy 
urgently required repair parts, additional subsistence, petroleum 
products, and increases in the number of paid training assem- 
blies. 

Those units that have not been designated "Selected Reserve 
Forces" are equipped satisfactorily. However, the shortage of 
repair parts for all items and canvas for vehicles does place an 
extra hardship on maintenance personnel in keeping vehicles op- 
erating and weapons in firing condition. 

During fiscal years 1965 and 1966, Federal funds expended in 
direct support of the Florida Army National Guard totaled 
$18,383,495.00. At the close of the biennium, the value of Federal 
equipment and supplies on hand in the State totaled $26,324,- 
880.35. 

In order to insure maximum efficient utilization of Federal 
funds, property, and supplies required to equip and train the 
Florida Army National Guard, the Federal Government supports 
358 Army National Guard technicians. These technicians, rep- 
resenting about 4.36% of the overall strength of the Florida 
Army National Guard, are employed on a full-time basis. 

Many of the repair parts, operating supplies, housekeeping 
supplies, and all subsistence and services required in the day-to- 
day operation of the Florida Army National Guard are purchased 
within the State. The value of these items for the biennium to- 
taled approximately $569,019.74. 

Payrolls in direct support of the Florida Army National Guard 
have an appreciable impact on the economy of the State. During 
fiscal years 1965 and 1966, pay for full-time technicians and the 
several thousand members of the Florida Army National Guard 
along with that of the Army Advisor Staff totaled $14,848,756.00. 
National Guardsmen receive base pay for unit training assem- 
blies, along with pay and allowances for Annual Field Training, 
and pay and allowances during short tours of active duty or 
while attending Army Service Schools. 

MAINTENANCE OF FEDERAL PROPERTY 

The maintenance of Federal Property is accomplished in two 
general categories. Organizational (user and unit) maintenance 
is accomplished as a part of military training within the organ- 
ization. Support maintenance is accomplished at fixed installa- 
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tions, manned by full-time technicians, at Camp Blanding (equip- 
ment other than aircraft), Imeson Airport, Jacksonville, and 
Tampa International Airport (Army aircraft). The Camp Bland- 
ing and Imeson Airport facilities were constructed wholly from 
Federal funds. The Tampa facility is leased by the State. 

To assist Commanders in the performance of organizational 
maintenance, there are fifteen strategically located Organization- 
al Maintenance Shops, manned with full-time technicians, 
equipped with tools, repair parts, and supplies. During the pe- 
riod a consolidation of two Organizational Maintenance Shops 
into one reduced the total from sixteen. 

The support mission of the Combined Support Maintenance 
Shop and Army Aviation Maintenance Shop requires travel away 
from the main base of operation to inspect, repair, and evacuate 
equipment, and to furnish technical assistance. A total of 2160 
man-days was used for this purpose. Also the Cross-Service 
Agreement for maintenance support of United States Strike 
Command, MacDill Air Force Base, Tampa, Florida, initiated 
during the last reporting period, is still in force. A total of 659 
man-days travel from the CSMS was used in this program. 

When employing maintenance technicians, only the best quali- 
fied are selected. In order to keep abreast of the latest techniques 
and ever increasing complexity of equipment, attendance at serv- 
ice schools and manufacturer's courses of instruction are en- 
couraged. 

Safety of personnel is given a high priority in all maintenance 
activities. During the biennium a total of only 14 man-days were 
lost due to accidents. This represents .00022% of available man- 
days. 

The Support Maintenance Activities have received 11 Superior 
ratings out of the last 14 years. The award is based on ratings 
for the Annual General Inspection conducted by Headquarters 
Third United States Army. 

Recapitulation of support operations and activities and organ- 
izational maintenance shops will be found in Appendices XVII 
and XVIII. 
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AIR NATIONAL GUARD 



GENERAL 



The years 1965-1966 have been devoted primarily to attain- 
ing and maintaining the maximum proficiency of every individ- 
ual in the Florida Air National Guard. The mission, both State 
and Federal, has remained unchanged. These missions are: 

a. Federal: To provide trained units capable of, or support- 
ing units engaged in, executing fighter interceptor missions de- 
signed to identify aircraft and destroy enemy forces and facil- 
ities. 

b. State: To provide units so trained and equipped as to en- 
able them to function efficiently in the protection of life and 
property and preservation of the peace, order and public safety, 
under competent orders of state authorities. 

STRENGTH 

The Air National Guard of the U.S. was authorized an overall 
drill pay strength of 79,800 for Fiscal Years 1965 and 1966. The 
Florida Air National Guard began the biennium with a Unit 
Manning Document authorized strength of 1,047 which changed 
on 15 July 1965 to 942 with a reorganization of existing units. A 
drill pay strength ceiling has been in effect for most of this bien- 
nium, which was considerably lower than the Unit Manning 
Document Strength. On 1 July 1966, the drill pay strength ceiling 
was limited to 80.1% of the Unit Manning Document strength. 
The actual strength of the Florida Air National Guard has re- 
mained somewhat over this ceiling; however, planned attrition 
has resulted in attaining the desired 80% ceiling as of 1 Novem- 
ber 1966. (For summary of strength see Appendix VII.) 

AIR NATIONAL GUARD OPERATIONS AND AIR 
DEFENSE COMMAND ALERT PROGRAM 

The Florida Air National Guard's responsibilities in aero- 
space defense for the southeastern portion of the United States 
were increased during this biennium. Where the unit was pre- 
viously committed to two aircraft on a five-minute alert status, 
this commitment was changed to three aircraft. With three 
shifts involved, the active duty requirement for pilots increased 
from seven (7) spaces each day to eleven (11) spaces (three for 
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each eight-hour shift with two back-up pilots on standby). The 
necessary maintenance and weapons loading support in provid- 
ing combat ready aircraft has been accomplished by the assigned 
Air Technicians in an exemplary manner. 

With the increased alert commitment, the average pilot in the 
125th Fighter Group spends two-hundred and ten (210) days 
on some type of duty associated with the Air National Guard 
during the year. This is an outstanding accomplishment in that 
these personnel are also engaged in full time employment, which 
means that many of the active duty tours were, of necessity, 
spent at night, on weekends, or on days off from their civilian 
jobs. 

A major realignment of the Air Defense Command was made 
during the biennium. Fourteenth Air Force (which was for- 
merly an intermediate command under Continental Air Com- 
mand and was deactivated several years ago) was reactivated 
1 April 1966 as an intermediate command of Air Defense Com- 
mand, with headquarters at Gunter AFB, Alabama. This com- 
mand is charged with the training, inspection and operational 
control of the 125th Fighter Group through the 32nd Air Divi- 
sion (SAGE) which is also located at Gunter AFB, Alabama. 

The 125th Fighter Group deployed to Tyndall Air Force Base, 
Florida for weapons firing three times during the reporting pe- 
riod. Each deployment included ten officers and forty airmen 
with eight aircraft. The aircraft must be rotated so that the en- 
tire squadron has a weapons system reliability check each year. 
On two occasions the drone targets were shot down by aircraft 
of this unit. The drone is supersonic and approximately 1/15 
the size of an aircraft. This is indicative of the skill of the pilots 
of the Florida Air National Guard (FANG). 

Over fifty percent of the tactical aircrews of the 125th Fighter 
Group have successfully completed the ADC Life Support Train- 
ing School at Tyndall Air Force Base, Florida. This is a six-day 
program which includes three parachute drops into the water, 
helicopter pick up, tower training and survival training in re- 
mote areas. The remainder of the aircrews will complete this 
course in the early spring of 1967 in a field training status. At 
the present time, the 125th Fighter Group has a higher percent- 
age of Life Support School graduates among the aircrews than 
any other unit in the Air Defense Command (USAF or ANG). 

Two Tactical Evaluations (Tac Eval) were conducted during 
the reporting period by the gaining command. The training 
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standards are identical to those of regular Air Force units with 
two grading standards, satisfactory or unsatisfactory. These 
evaluations were conducted over unit training weekends and 
included recall plan exercises, security and sabotage alert tests, 
written tests for aircrews and supervisors, and disaster control 
procedures, plus an extended operational test flying against high 
altitude supersonic targets. The flying activities during these in- 
spections last from early morning until late at night making 
these unit training assemblies extremely long. The unit was 
rated satisfactory on both evaluations. 

Headquarters USAF also conducted an Operational Readiness 
Inspection (ORI) in October 1965. An ORI is a complete test 
of the fighter intercept capability of the group and is similar in 
nature to the Tac Eval as explained above. The unit was rated 
satisfactory on this most important inspection. While the writ- 
ten report of a Tac Eval only goes to the Major Air Command 
involved, the report of an ORI is sent to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The 125th Fighter Group in its day-to-day training also pro- 
vides much of the training sorties for the Air Force controller 
training program. In addition to the above program the radar 
system calibration check flights are constantly flown by this 
unit to keep the North American Air Defense (NORAD) system 
at top operational readiness. These many exercises are neces- 
sary to keep the Semi-Automatic Ground Environment (SAGE) 
Battle staff and Back Up Interceptor Control (BUIC) Direc- 
tion Centers Trained. This important function could not be ac- 
complished without the all-out participation of the 125th Fighter 
Group in each and every Air Division or higher headquarters 
ordered exercise. In order for Southern NORAD Region and 
32nd Air Division to meet their requirements this unit is re- 
quired to accomplish at least two all-out exercises each month 
in addition to the regular unit training weekend exercise. In 
many instances the Florida Air National Guard supports the sys- 
tem when regular Air Force units are unable to meet their re- 
quirements. 

The ground training program for aircrews is identical to the 
regular establishment. The flying training requirements are 
identical and the support in exercises is above the regular unit 
participation, with our pilots averaging over 200 flying hours 
per year in the unit mission aircraft. 

The future outlook in the aerospace defense picture is that 
there will be more added requirements in all areas. An increase 
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in the number of alert aircraft and aircrews is anticipated, plus 
many more exercises as the Air Division is constantly faced with 
a personnel turnover. 

PERSONNEL MANAGEMENT 

During the biennium, many problems associated with per- 
sonnel management were evident due to changing programs. 
For example, the Year-round Field Training program which 
started in 1961 on a trial basis continued to present some prob- 
lems in personnel management that had been encountered pre- 
viously. This program eliminated the old 15-day Field Training 
maneuver en masse, thus endangering unit integrity and esprit 
de corps. Special attention was required in this area to provide 
management policies that would compensate for the new concept 
and preserve these ideals so important in the military. It is 
note-worthy that the management policies established proved 
very successful in overcoming this potential problem. 

Personnel management has been enhanced considerably by 
the implementation of a mechanized personnel record system. 
This is known as the Personnel Data System /Officers (PDS-O) 
and the Personnel Data System/Airmen (PDS-A). Under this 
system all personnel data on an individual is coded and produced 
into punch cards, which are maintained locally. These cards pro- 
vide a means of swiftly and accurately selecting and producing 
personnel data and statistics in the form of machine listings. 
To obtain such information heretofore required laborious and 
often inaccurate manual research. Now the information can be 
routinely produced and furnished to commanders and supervisors 
for use as a management tool. In addition to the local utiliza- 
tion, the punch cards and changes thereto are transmitted to 
the Air Reserve Records Center, Denver, Colorado where they 
are transcribed to tape and fed into a computer, providing high- 
er echelons (primarily National Guard Bureau) with readily 
accessible personnel data statistics, and strength summaries that 
are accurate and always current. While the workload is quite 
heavy in providing this system, the end result is well worth the 
effort. 

During this biennium, a new Punch Card Accounting Machine 
(PCAM) System of recording and documenting attendance at 
inactive duty training periods was implemented. This system 
was developed in its entirety by CMSgt Thomas E. Dopson, an

Air Technician of the Base Personnel Office at Jacksonville. The 
system was approved for adoption by the National Guard Bureau. 
It involves utilizing a punch card (especially designed and pro- 
duced as a local form) for each man for each weekend training 
period. All attendance variations are provided for, such as, 
recording actual attendance; recording absence to include writ- 
ten authority to perform appropriate duty when so approved, 
and recording the actual performance of such appropriate duty. 
The punch card is coded so as to provide various means of sort- 
ing, such as, by unit sequence, and flight within each unit. This 
system has proved far superior to the old manual system, in 
that it reduced the workload involved ; provided a more accurate 
and concise record of attendance, and made available to com- 
manders a complete record of attendance in the form of a ma- 
chine listing. If no other benefit were derived, the latter is of 
sufficient value to commanders in the area of personnel man- 
agement as to fully justify the system. Quite a few other states 
have requested information relative to the system, and several 
have adopted its use. 

All in all, the need for effective personnel management has 
become more paramount during this biennium, and much effort 
has been expended toward this end. 

SCHOOL TRAINING 

All non-prior service enlistees in the Florida Air National 
Guard are required to complete a minimum of four months 
active duty subsequent to enlistment. This training may con- 
sist of USAF Basic Military Training (BMT) with a period of 
intensive on-the-job training at home station, or Basic Military 
Training with subsequent entry into an Air Force technical 
school. The larger portion of the enlistment spaces received have 
been BMT with subsequent entry into the technical school. This 
is to the advantage of the Air National Guard in that these air- 
men receive the necessary fundamentals of a job in a formal 
school geared for the purpose of teaching. This formal training 
makes the actual on-the-job training portion comparatively 
easy. During the biennium, fifteen (15) Florida Air Guardsmen 
were selected as the "Honor Graduate" of the technical school 
class they were attending. 

Enlistment of non-prior service personnel is controlled by 
quotas of school spaces allocated semi-annually by the National 
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Guard Bureau. Since the FANG has been in the fortunate posi- 
tion of never having had a recruiting problem, all units in the 
past have been manned at or near the maximum authorized 
strength. In view of this, the National Guard Bureau has al- 
located very few training spaces to this state for enlistment of 
non-prior service personnel. This is also indicative, due to our 
continued on-board strength near the maximum authorized, that 
this allocation of training spaces will continue to be limited for 
Florida. 

In addition to the school training for non-prior service airmen, 
other types of formal training are available to members of the 
Air National Guard. Some of these are: advanced training 
courses, lateral training courses, special training, and field and 
mobile training detachments. 

In the line of special training courses, two recently pro- 
grammed courses are considered to be significant to the training 
program of this unit. One course, the ADC Reserve Forces NCO 
Academy, is designed to develop the leadership and management 
abilities of Non-commissioned Officers and to instill confidence 
in themselves. Nine NOC's have recently attended this course, 
with many others waiting to attend. The other course is the 
Technical Instructor Course designed to upgrade the quality of 
the various instructors utilized in the ANG training program. 
Four airmen have recently attended this course, with many 
others awaiting availability of additional training spaces. 

Since most of the flying performed by pilots of the FANG 
is conducted over water, the availability of training spaces in 
the ADC Life Support Training School has met a need, i.e., 
water survival training, which has long existed in the aircrew 
training program. Fourteen (14) pilots have been through this 
course with the ultimate goal established of sending all flying 
personnel and Life Support Technicians. (For additional in- 
formation pertaining to schools, see Appendix XIV). 

UNIT TRAINING 

Unit training is conducted in accordance with directives pub- 
lished by the National Guard Bureau; Headquarters; United 
States Air Force; Air Defense Command, and by local supple- 
menting directives. The heart of the unit training program is 
On-the-Job Training (OJT). The OJT program of the Florida 
Air National Guard continued to progress at a very satisfactory 
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rate with 75.2% of all personnel who were administered the 
Specialty Knowledge Test (SKT) for their duty qualifying in 
1965 and 76% qualifying in 1966. Since these tests have an 
automatic built-in failure rate, the above figures are very satis- 
factory, and are above the Air National Guard average as well 
as above the USAF average. 

The key to any successful training program is to have the 
backing of commanders at all levels. This backing has been 
prevalent in the Florida Air National Guard for several years 
now and each trainee is reaping benefits of this command em- 
phasis in the caliber of training received. 

OJT Administrator-Supervisor classes have been scheduled 
and conducted again in both 1965 and 1966. These classes are 
designed to acquaint supervisory personnel with classification, 
assignment, training methods and upgrading procedures. Prac- 
tically all personnel who are involved in administering an OJT 
program or who have the responsibility of actually conducting 
OJT have attended this course. 

The Dual-Channel concept of conducting OJT has proven to 
be as effective as anticipated when first instigated. The essence 
of this concept of training is that the trainee acquires general 
background knowledge required for understanding military and 
career area functions by home study of correspondence courses, 
i.e., Career Development Courses (CDC). The other portion of 
this concept is Job Proficiency, where the trainee learns to per- 
form the actual job under supervision of a trainer. This concept 
does not relieve the trainer of the responsibility of aiding the 
trainee in the more complicated areas of the career development 
or knowledge portion. CDC's have been prepared on approxi- 
mately 80% of the career fields authorized in the Florida Air 
National Guard. 

In order to keep better control over the individuals on OJT, 
and to assist the commanders and unit training officers in main- 
taining tighter reins on trainees, a mechanized OJT Status Re- 
port was devised and maintained throughout this biennium. This 
report makes immediately available to the responsible personnel 
all the necessary data on each trainee so that his progress can be 
monitored throughout his training period. 

The Florida Air National Guard has been awarded the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau's On-The-Job Training Unit Achievement 
Award for both 1965 and 1966. This award is presented to the 
unit "For an outstanding On-The-Job Training Program which 
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led to attainment of above average Air National Guard Skill and 
Manning and Specialty Knowledge Test Passing Rate." Every 
individual involved in the training program of the Florida Air 
National Guard can be justly proud of the part they played in 
obtaining these awards. 

FIELD TRAINING 

All units of the Florida Air National Guard have continued 
to conduct year-round field training. Emphasis has been placed 
on achieving and maintaining the highest possible state of opera- 
tional readiness and increasing the proficiency of each individual. 
Objectives of this training plan have been to : 

a. Increase daily support capability in accomplishment of the 
local and ADC mission. 

b. Improve utilization of field training manpower by pro- 
gramming against actual work requirements. 

c. Improve individual proficiency training through reduction 
of supervisor to trainee ratio and increase actual job perform- 
ance in normal duty AFSC's. 

d. Through closer supervision, planning and training, qualify 
personnel by a vigorous OJT and classroom training program 
in their specialty. 

e. Obtain more useful work from personnel as the direct 
product of their OJT, and reduction of trainees on hand to be 
supervised at a given time. 

f. Increase participation by commanders, staff officers, and 
supervisors by increasing planning and supervisory responsi- 
bilities for daily operation of the unit. 

g. Attain a closer daily working relationship between the air 
technicians and military personnel with increased emphasis on 
military direction and supervision. 

h. Improve Air National Guard — Employer relations by al- 
lowing large organizations that have several employees who are 
guardsmen to schedule their field training at various periods. 

The majority of Air Guardsmen attend field training at the 
Air National Guard Base, Imeson Airport, Jacksonville, Florida. 
However, in some cases, it has been found advisable to send 
certain sections off to nearby Air Force Bases. As examples, all 
Medical, Dental and Air Police personnel have conducted their 
field training at Orlando AFB, Florida for the past two years. 
By doing this, certain sections are able to obtain broader ex- 
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perience for trainees in their specialty. 

Since going to the year-round field training concept, attendance 
has been almost 100% with very few excusals. 

FEDERAL FUNDS AND EQUIPMENT 

The mission of the Florida Air National Guard is such that 
it must be operationally ready for combat at all times. To in- 
sure the maximum in readiness, the Federal government funds 
and equips the Florida Air National Guard on a level closely 
paralleling the active Air Force. An average of 200 full time 
Federally supported technicians are employed at the Air National 
Guard Base in Jacksonville. These technicians, representing 
about 25% of the overall strength of the Florida Air Guard, are 
specialists in the fields of command, administration, finance, ac- 
counting, supply and maintenance. 

During fiscal years 1965 and 1966, Federal funds in the amount 
of $5,760,941.53 were expended in support of the Florida Air 
National Guard. This represents an increase of $195,148.53 
over expenditures for the previous two fiscal years. The value 
of military equipment in use has increased by $1,292,656.18 to 
$34,364,756.18. 

The F-102A aircraft, with which the Florida Air National 
Guard is currently equipped, is an expensive weapon system to 
operate. Cash purchases of supplies and services in the Jack- 
sonville area in support of this aircraft during fiscal years 1965 
and 1966 totaled $20,433.80 ; while purchase orders and delivery 
orders on local business concerns totaled $118,091.00. Local 
transportation companies received $25,022.55 for movement of 
material from Jacksonville to various points in the nation. Cross 
Service Agreements with other military activities in the Jack- 
sonville area resulted in services to the Florida Air National 
Guard valued at $8,645.15. Not to be ignored were the improve- 
ments made to existing facilities in the amount of $12,497.94. 
The Federal funds paid to Florida business concerns, coupled 
with the $4,545,576.20 paid in salaries during this period, repre- 
sents an industry of considerable value to the State of Florida 
and its citizens. 

The warehouse inventory of 8,227 active items leveled at 
$4,079,620.18, while the average volume of receipts and issues 
of parts and equipment was $1,051,338.06 per month for 5,863 
transactions. These two figures indicate an efficient inventory 
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control system that is well within the limits prescribed by the 
active Air Force. The aircraft fuels section issued fuel and 
petroleum products during this period that were valued at 
$700,797.98. 

In the past, several changes have taken place in the supply 
system that directly affected the Florida Air National Guard. 
One of these changes which affected both the Base Supply and 
Base Equipment Management Office (BEMO) was the con- 
version to the Punch Card Accounting Machine (PCAM) sys- 
tem. Under the mechanized stock record accounting and equip- 
ment reporting system this unit has taken another step toward 
keeping the Air National Guard compatible with the Air Force. 
The PCAM procedures were first installed in early 1963 and 
since have been fully implemented. Close coordination with Air 
Force Depots and complete use of the recently installed Autodin 
transceiver for transmitting and receiving requisitions have 
provided very good support with few exceptions. During fiscal 
years 1965-66, supply has continued to support flying and train- 
ing exercises participated in by the Florida Air National Guard, 
including periodic deployment of aircraft and personnel to 
Tyndall AFB, Florida for missile firing. An intensified training 
program, constantly applied during the "year-round" field train- 
ing program and the scheduled unit training assemblies, keep 
the proficiency level of all Supply personnel very high. (A re- 
capitulation of Federal support to the Florida Air National 
Guard will be found in Appendix XVI). 

MAINTENANCE 

Approximately 130 Air Technicians are employed to perform 
maintenance at Thomas Cole Imeson Airport, Jacksonville, Flori- 
da. These maintenance personnel perform all organizational, 
and much of the field maintenance on both the primary mission 
and support mission aircraft ; missiles and associated test equip- 
ment; ground power support equipment; all motor vehicles, in- 
cluding fire and crash equipment; the flight simulator, and 
base communications system. 

The experience level of all mechanics and specialists, both air 
technician and weekend trainee, has risen steadily as a result 
of thorough training programs. The average experience of air 
technician employees is now approximately 15 years. This high 
experience rate can be attributed to the low turnover among 
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maintenance personnel. The high caliber of maintenance per- 
formed by these highly experienced technicians has enabled this 
unit to successfully pass all Division and Federal inspections, 
and to maintain superior aircraft in-commission rates during 
sustained operations and exercises. 

During this biennium the maintenance activity supported ap- 
proximately 12,000 flying hours for both primary mission and 
support mission aircraft. Noteworthy is the fact that an average 
in-commission rate of 76% was maintained during this period. 
The maintenance facility has receive<1 national recognition for 
having the lowest backlog of out-standing Time Compliance 
Technical Orders (TCTO's) against the F-102A aircraft for 13 
out of 24 consecutive months. As many as 14 aircraft have been 
made TCTO free at one time. TCTO's are modifications which 
are required to correct safety conditions, increase reliability, or 
to increase the combat capability of the aircraft. 

AIR DEFENSE COMMAND ALERT 

The maintenance section provides support for the 24 hour 
Air Defense Command alert commitment with ready maintenance 
crews and aircraft. Weapons loading crews are available for 
necessary loading and unloading of aircraft on a continuing 
basis. 



TYNDALL DEPLOYMENTS 

Aircraft with aircrews and all required maintenance person- 
nel were deployed to Tyndall Air Force Base, Florida, on three 
occasions during the biennium. Each deployment evaluated the 
weapons, aircraft, aircrew, loading crews, and maintenance sup- 
port. During the three deployments, a total of 21 aircraft and 
systems were evaluated and qualified. Twenty-one pilots also 
were qualified and 23 weapons were successfully fired on airborne 
targets with scored hits. 

PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

Over the past year, the Information Office of the Florida Air 
National Guard, has embarked on a program designed to keep 
the public informed of all activities of interest and news events 
within the Florida Air National Guard. 
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In November 1965, the nation's first chapter of the Air Na- 
tional Guard League was formed in Jacksonville. The charter 
meeting was held on the FlaANG base at Imeson Airport. Since 
its formation, the ANG League has carried the FlaANG mes- 
sage to the public through numerous appearances of its mem- 
bers as speakers at local civic, business, and fraternal organiza- 
tions. 

In May 1966, pilots of the 159th Fighter Interceptor Squadron 
reported for field training and a detachment was sent to the 
Air Defense Command Life Support School at Tyndall Air Force 
Base. Television newsfilm and newspaper articles were released 
showing the Florida Air National Guard pilots as they went 
through the week-long survival course. 

In 1966, the Air National Guard conducted two public rela- 
tions programs; the Family-Employer Day, an event dedicated 
to wives and employers of the members of the unit, and the 
Open House, to which the general public was invited. The day- 
long programs consisted of tours of the Air National Guard 
facilities, numerous static displays of aircraft flown by the 
Air National Guard and a movie which told the Air National 
Guard's role in the air defense of the United States. These pro- 
grams were a complete success and similar public affairs pro- 
grams are planned for the future. 

In September 1966, the FlaANG was selected to represent all 
ANG fighter units in a special film being made by the Air Force 
for an upcoming Chief of Staff posture briefing. An Air Force 
motion picture team spent a week shooting scenes showing 
FlaANG ground personnel and aircrews doing their jobs, as well 
as aerial scenes of an in-flight interception. 

A unit of the FlaANG was recognized in October 1966, for 
its outstanding performance during a field training deployment. 
The 125th USAF Dispensary sent a 14-man detachment to the 
1360th USAF Hospital at Orlando AFB for its two-week active 
duty. The performance of the detachment was rated by the 
hospital officials as "outstanding" and this was recognized by 
a Certificate of Appreciation and a congratulatory letter from 
the State Adjutant General. 
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ADVISORS 

Officers and senior non-commissioned officers of the United 
States Army and Air Force are assigned to provide advice and 
assistance to units of the Florida National Guard. Their mission 
is to further the efficiency and combat effectiveness of the units 
to which assigned by providing advice and assistance to unit 
commanders and staffs. 

ARMY 

During the reporting period, and despite the US Army build- 
up in the Republic of Vietnam, Department of the Army con- 
tinued to assign officers and senior non-commissioned officers of 
the Active Army to serve as advisors to the Florida Army Na- 
tional Guard. Assigned to the US Army Advisory Group, Army 
National Guard (Florida), these officers and senior non-com- 
missioned officers are commanded by the Senior Army Advisor 
(SAA), who since 1 March 1965 has been Colonel William E. 
Webb. The Headquarters of the US Army Advisor Group has 
been established in the State Arsenal. Advisors are assigned 
to the Senior Tactical Headquarters within the state, the 55th 
Command Headquarters (Divisional) ; and to group, brigade, 
and battalions, and to certain company size units. Advisors are 
utilized in a staff capacity by the senior National Guard Com- 
mander of the unit to which assigned as advisor, and provide 
advice and assistance to all subordinate commanders within the 
unit. The primary mission of the Advisors is to provide advice 
and assistance to the National Guard Commanders and staffs 
in all manner of training, administration, maintenance, and 
supply procedures. They also serve as investigating and survey 
officers, when so directed by the State Adjutant General, in per- 
forming their secondary mission of responsibility for the main- 
tenance and security of United States Government Property. 

The Advisory Group Headquarters is authorized a staffing of 
three officers; Senior Army Advisor, Executive Officer, and Ad- 
jutant; and seven non-commissioned officers to assist the Senior 
Army Advisor in the proper discharge of his responsibilities for 
command, control, and supervision of the advisor effort through- 
out the state, as the representative of the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Third US Army, and as military advisor to the Adjutant 
General. 
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Consideration has been given to the geographical grouping of 
National Guard units and commanders in the organization of 
the advisor command and control structure with the senior di- 
vision, brigade, and group advisor in a geographical area of the 
state designated as the intermediate level of command between 
the Senior Army Advisor and the unit advisor. This duty is 
performed in addition to their respective duties as unit advisor. 
There are 18 advisor stations within the State, and a table of 
distribution which provides for a total of 19 officers, and 30 
senior non-commissioned officers. During the reporting period, 
the Advisor Group has averaged approximately 94 % of the total 
strength authorized, and a 54% turnover. 

Of particular significance was the contribution made by Ad- 
visors in providing direct clerical and administrative assistance 
to the Army National Guard units designated as components 
of the Selected Reserve Force (SRF) to facilitate the comple- 
tion of all pre-mobilization administrative requirements. This 
task was undertaken on 8 November 1965 and completed 15 
January 1966. 

AIR 

During the reporting period the Department of the Air Force 
provided an officer as Air Advisor and a non-commissioned of- 
ficer as Personnel Advisor to the Florida Air National Guard, 
with office at Headquarters, 125th Fighter Group, Imeson Air- 
port, Jacksonville, Florida. 

The Advisor Unit serves as a USAF Test Control Center 
and administers all standard Air Force skill level tests for up- 
grading, AFOQT and pilot qualifying tests, Airman's Classifi- 
cation Test, for entry into the Air National Guard, and weapons 
handling and loading tests. It maintains administrative control 
over newly enlisted airmen who are satisfying their four months 
active duty requirements. 

The Air Advisor, a regular Air Force Lt. Colonel, provides 
tactical, personnel, and technical advice as required and desired. 
In addition, he lectures recruits on Air Force organization. 

The Personnel Advisor, a regular Air Force Senior Master 
Sergeant assists and advises in the administrative and personnel 
program of the 125th Fighter Group. He also lectures to re- 
cruits as requested. See Appendix XXI for list of Air Force 
Advisors 1947-1966. 
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NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS ASSOCIATION 

OF FLORIDA 

The National Guard Officers Association of Florida has been 
in existence since 1902. It consists of all officers and warrant 
officers of the Florida Army and Air National Guard. The 
Organization is run on a democratic basis, with the officers elect- 
ed by the membership. Committee meetings are held periodically 
during the year, and a general conference is convened annually 
at some location within the State. The purposes of the Associa- 
tion are to promote and improve adequate national security; to 
provide a medium by which all officers of the Florida National 
Guard may become better acquainted; to establish a foundation 
for promoting esprit de corps in the Florida National Guard; 
to promulgate and support legislation in furtherance of the best 
interests of the Florida National Guard; and to maintain an 
Association complementing and in harmony with the National 
Guard Association of the United States. The annual conferences 
consist of business sessions during the day with the social func- 
tions in the evening. 

This Association has 100% membership of all active National 
Guard officers and warrant officers. Even though members at- 
tend the annual conferences at their own expense, attendance 
continues to average in excess of 50% at these conferences. 
During the biennium, the 63rd Annual Conference was held at 
the Hotel George Washington, Jacksonville, 26-27 March 1965 
and the 64th Annual Conference was held at the Hawaiian Vil- 
lage Motel, Tampa, 29-30 April 1966. (See Appendix XIX)
